Result: Every pro-

him principle is to be used only as 
a means of obtaining party victory 
—the party must never he used to 
obtain victory for . a principle.

The one great, 
all absorbing object with him must 
ever be party success, first, last and 
all the time. 


Under our pressat 
system 
of 


government it is Impossible to get 
an expression of the real wish of 
the people on any question of re- 
form. 


The reaxler and I may be sup- 


porters of minority parties, whoso 
votes, taken together, 
would 
be 


vastly in the majority. 
We 
may 


agree on every rerorm proposed by 
the two parties, save one; at the 
poles we meet and defeat every re- 
form proposed by both parties. 


Again, the voter who 
supports 


the successful party may endorse 
all of our principles but ona; auQ 
that one he

mount importance; It Is supported 
by his party. 
Result: Every pro- 


posed reform, which he would liko 
to have enacted into law, and which 
are supported by the minority part- 
ies, is rejected, and perhaps only 
that one which he considers of rel- 
atively supreme importance, is ac- 
cepted. 


Under our present system, thous- 


ands of men, formerly honest ami 
trustworthy, have been corrupted 
and the people pauperized. 


So long as men are constituted 


as at present, the conditions which 
have grown out of our present sys- 
tem will continue unless the cause 
be changed. 


The question is: Which is 
the 


more practical, to change the na- 
ture of man—metamorphose

completed by the Division of Statistics of 
the 
Bur'-au 
or' 


Foreign and Domes!ic Commerce show that tho exports of 
automobiles to foreign countries m the fiscal year 1912 were 
valued at 21 '/•; million dollars,, and of parts thereof, including 
tires, 6% million dollars. If to this were added 
the 
ship- 


ments to Hawaii and Porto liico, we get for the year's sales 
of American automobiles ontaide of continental United States 
a round 30 million dollars, since the value of automobiles and 
parts thereof sent to Porto Dico was nearly 1 million dollars 
and to the Hawaiian Islands a little over 1 million dollars. 
The total number of machines exported to foreign countries 
was 21?757, valued at $21,3350,130, averaging slightly 
less 


than $1,000 each; while those to the "on-contiguous territory 
were higher, averaging $1,600 each. 


The export price of American 
automobiles 
in 
J013 


averaged less than in any earlier year in the history of the 
export trade. The aver-ago for 1912, dividing the total num- 
ber of machines exported into stated value, was $fWO each, 
against $1,100 in 1911, $1,380 in IDH), $1,700 in 
1909, 
and 


$1,880 in 1908. 


On the import side, tho automobiles imported last year

the reduction in price on the export side being 47 per cent., 
and on the import side but 8 per cent. 


Even ihe remarkable growth in the exports of American 


automobiles noted above has not kept pace with the growth 
in production at home, since the census of 1900 showed the 
value of automobiles manufactured in the United States in 
1S99 at $4,748,000, while that of IPin pho^cl $249,202,000 as 
the value manufactured in 3909.
